1 . The present application names Ravi Pratap Singh, Thang M. Tran, Srikanth Kannan and 
Deepa Duraiswamy as inventors. 

2. The present application was filed on November 6, 2003 without a Declaration signed by 
the inventors. 



3. A Notice to File Missing Parts of Nonpro visional Application was mailed by the Patent 
and Trademark Office to Applicants' attorney on February 5, 2004. 



4. Ravi Pratap Singh, Srikanth Kannan and Deepa Duraiswamy are employed by Analog 
Devices, Inc. Thang M. Tran was employed by Analog Devices, Inc. at the time of the 
invention, but is no longer employed by Analog Devices, Inc. 
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5. On March 2, 2004, a letter was sent by Applicants' attorney, William R. McClellan, to 
Linda Doherty, Office Manager of Analog Devices, Inc. in Austin, Texas. The letter 
requested Ms. Doherty to coordinate the execution of the Declaration and the Assignment 
for the present application by Ravi Pratap Singh, Srikanth Kannan and Deepa 
Duraiswamy. A copy of the letter is attached as Exhibit A. 

6. After correction of the addresses for three of the four inventors, the Declaration for the 
present application was executed by Ravi Pratap Singh, Srikanth Kannan and Deepa 
Duraiswamy on March 15, 2004. 

7. Because Thang M. Tran had effectively refused to execute two other recent patent 
applications of Analog Devices, Inc., Applicants' attorney was of the belief that any 
attempt to obtain the signature of Thang M. Tran on the Declaration for the present 
application would be futile. The circumstances in the other two patent applications are 
referenced below in paragraphs 12 and 13. 

8. On March 22, 2004 Applicants' attorney, William R. McClellan, sent a letter to 
Thang M. Tran enclosing the application documents and requesting him to execute the 
documents as instructed in the letter. A copy of the letter is attached as Exhibit B. 

9. On or about March 23, 2004, Applicants' attorney received a telephone call from Thang 
M. Tran. Mr. Tran asked: (1) for an explanation of the contributions of the other named 
inventors on the application, (2) to be the first-named inventor, and (3) to be compensated 
for reviewing the patent application. Applicants' attorney indicated that he would 
consider these requests and would respond in due course. 

10. On April 5, 2004 Applicants' attorney sent a letter to Thang M. Tran in response to the 
telephone call of March 23, 2004. The letter explained that it is the policy of Analog 
Devices, Inc. not to compensate former employees for reviewing patent applications on 
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inventions made while they were employees and requested Mr. Tran to proceed under 
these conditions.

11. To date, Applicants' attorney has received no response to the letter of April 5, 2004 and 
has received no other communication from Mr. Tran regarding execution of the present 
application. 

12. Thang M. Tran effectively refused to execute Application Serial No. 10/394,820 filed 
March 21, 2003. Accordingly, Applicants were forced to file a petition under 37 CFR 

§1 .47(a) in that application. The petition was granted in a decision mailed November 18, 
2003. 

13. Thang M. Tran effectively refused to execute Application Serial No. 10/442,329 filed 
May 21, 2003. Accordingly, Applicants were forced to file a petition under 37 CFR 

§ 1 .47(a) in that application. The petition was granted in a decision mailed November 2 1 , 
2003. 

14. The circumstances in the present application, in Application Serial No. 10/394,820 as 
described in paragraph 12 above and in Application Serial No. 10/442,329 as described in 
paragraph 13 above have led Applicants' attorney to conclude that any further attempt to 
obtain the signature of Thang M. Tran on the Declaration for the present application 
would be futile.
